bore abundant fruit. Fair business ability 
and unswerving integrity in the manage- 
ment invariably produced satisfactory re- 
turns, if the founders of the establishment 
had shown even a little sagacity in selecting 
the line of trade in which to make a venture 
and in choosing a location for the works. 
Such stocks were reckoned as valuable assets 
in settling up estates, and when they 
changed hands premiums were paid by 
purchasers who desired the privilege of 
sharing in the lucrative returns derived 
from manufacturing. 
Iron or steel or 


leather or paper or oilcloth or woolen or 
cotton goods, it mattered not what was 
turned out, all paid the fortunate stock- 
holders a profit and in many cases an ex- 
ceedingly handsome profit. 
But those days 


have long since passed. Iu the last lialf- 
dozen years we have seen manufacturing 
corporations go to the wall which had for 
a.'m2£i- •* generation annually paid their 
stockholders fine dividends, and which 
seenie'd so firmly established in their several 
lines that they could resist any trade up- 
heaval. Not only have dividends been cut 
off, but the stock itself has been wiped out 
and a new set of owners has been struggling 
to endeavor to secure a profit. 
In numerous 


other instances dividends have been passed 
year after year because the profits have 
hardly been large enough to enable the wear 
and tear of a plant to be covered or to enable 
essential improvements to be made 
in 


machinery or methods. Never, perhaps, 
have the manufacturing corporations of any 
country gone through a more trying period 
than American corporations have enoount- 
ereed in late years.

"In Montana," continued Mr. Wanger, 


<(I found that there is quite a conservative 
element. The air is full of free silver talk, 
but there are thousands of honest men there 
who will not vote for cheap money. Pri- 
marily, only those who are interested in 
mining, either as miners or owners of min- 
ing property, are earnestly for free silver 
coinage.

Might Hmve Averted the Civil 'War. 
Ex-President Harrison in writing of the 


"Interior Department," and the distribution 
of public land in October Ladies' Home 
Journal says: "In 1862 the policy of giving 
to actual settles thereon a quarter section 
(160 acres) of public land, where the lands 
were rated at $1.26 per acre, or 80 acres, 
where the Unds were rated at $2.50 per 
acre, was adopted by Congress. The settler 
is required lo make affidavit that the land is 
entered for his own use as a homested, and 
the patent does not issue to him until he 
lias resided upon and cultivated the land 
for five years. In the case of soldiers and 
sailors the time served in the Army or Navy, 
and in the case of those discharged for 
wounds or disability the whole term of en- 
listment, may be deducted frona the five 
years residence required, but at least one 
year's residence is required in such cases.

A Change 10 Made from Silver to Gold, 


ftnd tile Chief Authority, Speaking of 
It, Rays: "UmjneHUunubl}- the Change 
Ha* Heeit NO TUT a Valuable Ilooii to 
the Colon)', and it May be KeaHonably 
Anticipated That It Will J'rove to b« a 
Still Grenter One In the Near Future." 


The governor of British Honduras, Sir 


Alfred Moloney, gives in The North Amer- 
ican Review an interesting account of the 
experience of that colony under the Kllvor 
standard iuid Its succeBBful passage to the 
gold Btnud.ircl, an exjierienco full of in- 
struction at this time. Honduras had imt- 
urally followed Its neighbors in the use 
of silver money, but some four years ago 
tho depreciation of the currency had 
reached such a point that credit was 
destroyed und trade and industry para- 
lyzed. There prevailed "a constant worry 
and a bewildering uncertainty which re- 
sulted practically In the conversion of legit- 
imate tradii into speculative gambling; 
as can be appreciated when it is known 
that the value of the Guatemalan sliver 
dollar, tho local standard, varied no less 
than 50 per cent, within eighteen months." 


In 18!)1 the purchasing power of the 


"sol" equalled 72 cents, gold; in October, 
181)1, at tho time of thsBstubllshment of the 
now standard, it was roprosontod by 50 
cents, net, above which it has not been 
quoted since. 


Governor Molonoy says: 
"With no direct cable connection and 


with an exchange rate continually vary- 


ing, 
calculations as to prices wore con- 


jectural; goods had to be figured capric- 
iously in anticipation of a fall, whether 
one ocourmd or not, or at a rate ruling at 
the time of Importation; and when sold, 
na was frequently tho case, at a credit of 
six months or more, serious loss was often 
experienced. Consequently, traders were 
dazed, imports decreased, selling prices 
had to be constantly 
readjusted and 


greatly advanced and tho main burden 
fell upon the consumers, whose Income, 
whotor fixed or as wages, had not cor- 
respondingly Increased. 
These became 


discontented and irritated with the ox- 
porters, who wore the few persons who 
really made money during tho period, as 
they worked with tho depreciating and 
reali/.od iii i he appreciating money. Ku tor- 
prise was cli scouraged. 
Sales of property 


wore suspended. As material had chiefly 
to be Imported, builders fought shy of 
contracts, at they never could toll how 
they would come out. Tho shrinkage of 
tho value of the "sol" meant correspond- 
ing loss to most and had a most demoral- 
izing effect, tending to destroy prudence 
and thrift. Progress xinder such circum- 
stances was impossible." 


This picture would apply to any country 


attempting to do business on a silver basis 
at the present time. 


Honduras sought and found a remedy. 


With the consent of tho crown a coinage 
ordinance was enacted, which demone- 
tized the then existing currency; provided 
for its redemption within a specified time 
at a proscri bed rate, which was lifty cents 
to tho dollar, determined by a committee 
of exnerts und ronresouting the ratio of 
the new to t ho old currency which ruled 
at the date of tho change, and erected tho 
gold dollar of 
the 
United States of 


America into tho standard coin of British 
Honduras. 


It Is instructive to observe, while Mr. 


Bryan is proposing to introduce the Span- 
ish-American silver dollar as the standard 
coin of tho United States instead of the 
gold dollar, that a progressive state which 
has had experience with the silver dollar 
has found relief from its financial trou- 
bles by adopting our gold dollar as its 
standard, and with it tho other well tried 
features of our metallic monetary system 
as confirmed in the famous act of 1878. 
The Honduras ordinance made the gold 
coins of the United States mint legal ten- 
der for the amounts of their denomina- 
tions in dollars, as well as the British sov- 
ereign and half sovereign lor the amounts 
of H807 and $3.438 respectively, and estab- 
lished for domestic circulation a subsid- 
iary coinage, at par with, gold, comprising 
fifty cents, twenty-five cents, ten cents 
and five cents silver pieces and the bronze 
cent piece, Using $10 as the limit of legal 
tender in silver and fifty cents for mixed 
metal or nii:kel coins. A separate ordi- 
nance authorized the issue, against gold, 
of a colonial paper currency, in notes of 
$1, |3, $5,110 and $100, and any multiple of 
one hundred, fully secured, being in effect 
gold certiflc.ites for the more convenient 
transfer of gold actually on deposit. 


The requisite amount of gold, notes and 


silver in tho new coins having been im- 
ported, the ti me for the redemption of the 
demonetized silver dollar was fixed from 
Oct. 16 to Oct. 27, 1894, during which 
period the old money tendered in sums 
of $80 and under was exchanged at the 
prescribed rate for the new currency; for 
larger amounts deposit receipts were given 
and cashed within one month from their 
date. The demonetized "sols" were shipped 
out of tho colony and sold for what they 
were worth, the amount realized being 
used to pay for the money that was sub- 
stituted for them. Only about one-third 
of the number of the dollars demonetized 
has so far had to bo replaced by the co- 
lonial token money, the difference being 
made up by notes which, being convertible 
on demand into gold, serve all the pur- 
poses of currency. 


The gold standard has now been estab- 


lished two years, and at no time has it 
been found that there Is more silver sub- 
sidiary coin than is required. Ou the con- 
trary, it has been in constant demand, and 
never at a discount, its issue having been 
carefully limited to tha actual roqulre- 
ments of the people for small change. 


No disturbanceofany kind accompanied 


:he establishment of the gold standard. 
Mot a single commercial failure resulted, 
and the staple industries of 'the colony 
lave shown a marked increase. Not only 
ias the volume of trade expanded, bnt 
'hero has bee a an increase of over 40 per 
cent, since 1894 in tho number of import- 
ers, because of the greater stability of 
trade conditions. 


"Tho laboring classes, the backbone of 


;he colony, have largely benefited as re- 
gards wages, the dollars now earned equal- 
ng the number formerly received by them 
n'sols.' Savings bank deposits have in- 
creusod Land and house property, whether 
n town or country, has increased 100 per 
cent, in value, commanding now in gold 
ihe same amount received formerly In the 
money it replaced. 


"During tho whole of last year ninety 


days' drafts on England were at *4.80 to 
.he pound sterling, a few bills being sold 
during the su minor at $4.83, and during 
ihe Chrlstman season some.at $4.75, on ac- 
count of. a slight fluctuation in supply and 


ilrrmuul: drafts im the routed smUw h ivi 
generally beotl nt pur. Tho sale ot bills K 
no longer a monopoly not the capricious 
thing it was. Accommodation has cousud 
to be a favor and has become a. matter of 
buhlness." 


In conclusion Governor Moloney Bays: 
"Tho dominating question hero has been 


/or years the currency problem; It has 
been coquetted with and never seriously 
faced for various reasons into which it is 
unnecessary now to enter. It can be fairly 
claimed that the facts noticed in this arti- 
cle demonstrate that a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the much vexed question, cur- 
rency, has ut last been arrived at. 
Public 


eredlt re-established on a sound basis has 
been repaired and enhanced. 
Stability 


and rate of exchange equaling those ob- 
taining in any country have been secured. 
There Is reason no longer for hesitation to 
invest capital; before capitalists naturally 
shrank from putting money into a coun- 
try where a barometrical money value 
and rate of exchange existed. Now gold 
is paid for in gold and the country's pro- 
ducts are worked and realized in gold; in 
fact, a money has boon established which 
is of tho same value to everyone whether 
payer or payee. 
Unquestionably the 


change has been so far a valuable boon to 
tho colony, and it may be reasonably an- 
ticipated that it will prove to be a still 
greater ono in the future." 


Honduras is but a small country, yet 


the laws of value are of universal applica- 
tion and tho evil effects of a depreciated 
currency and the good effects of a sound 
currency may be studied as well on a small 
scale as on a large. The confusion from 
which Honduras has escaped was simply 
a small example of what the United States 
would suffer from (Si attempt to find a 
standard of value in silver. Tho escape 
was made by tho adoption of the scientific 
coinage system of the United States as it 
was before the silver agitators had de- 
stroyed its consistency and integrity by 
the Bland and Sherman experiments, and 
our own passage to financial security is to 
be effected "by imitating tho good souse of 
the people of little Honduras.

CIPHER DISPATCHES. 


Secret Writings That Can Only He Bead 


by the Correspondents. 


Ciphers in general, for secret writing, are 


as old ns writing Itself, or older. 
The 


Australian message stick can probably be 
read only by the correspondents, if, indeed, 
by them. 
Ogham writing looks like a 


kind of cipher, for the people wlio employ- 
ed it knew the Roman alphabet, though, 
for reasons of their own, they preferred 
Ogham 
Tho Greeks had an innocent 


cipher. 
A piece of parchment was rolled 


round a stick and written on. When un- 
wound, it made nonsense, and It could only 
be road when ngaiu rolled round a stiok of 
the right thickness. A few easy qxperi 
ments would solve the mystery of the sky 
talc, as it was called. 
The stratagem of 


shaving a slave, tattooing a message on his 
head, letting his hair grow and sending 
him on his errand, to be shaved again by 
the correspondent, is mentioned by Herod- 
otus. 


The sky tale Is a rude forecast of the 


grille. The grille is made by writing a 
letter of an ordinary kind, containing tho 
necessary words scattered up and down the 
epistle. 
A piece of paper is laid on tho 


letter, apertures are out where tho signiit- 
cant words come, tho correspondent ap- 
plies his grille, and the hidden message 
starts up out of the ordinary letter, li 
the enemy secures the grille, he has the 
key to the correspondence. Even if he sus- 
pects a grille, he may analyze the lettei 
till he disengages the message. A writer 
in Tho Pall Mall Gazette exhibits a device 
of the Russian captives in Siberia. They 
send an innocent looking letter, whence 
'their friends extract tha 'esoteric meaning 
by observing what characters nre detached 
—do not join on to each Other. Such 
breaks occur, of .course, in most "hands of 
write." By this method the breaks pro- 
duce a secret meaning. 


Of all tho ciphers the simpliest relies 


merely on giving to one letter or numeral 
the value of another. In Poe's "Golden 
Beetle" this method is explained and illus- 
trated in the case of Captain Kidd's cipher- 
ed record of his hidden treasure. Foe chal- 
lenged mankind to make a cipher which 
he could not interpret, and he is said never 
to have been defeated. The predominance 
of certain letters, a* B, are the basis of 
the inquiry. But. as the writer in The 
Pall Mall Gazette shows, systems may be 
carried to an extreme of mathematical 
complexity. None is safe from a nalysis or 
discovery.—London News.

Bis Position HI Author of the Declaration 


of Independence. 


Tho Declaration of Independence is Indi- 


vidualized by the character and by the 
Konhis of 1(9 author. Jefferson gathered 
up the thoughts and emotions and even 
Hie characteristic phrases of the people for 
whom he wrote, and those he perfectly in- 
corporated with what was already in his 
mind, and then, to the music of his own 
kuen, rich, passionate anil enkindling style, 
ho mustered thorn Into that stately and 
triumphant procession wherein, as some 
of us still think, they will go marching on 
to tiie world's end. 


There wero then In congress several oth- 


er men who could have written the Decla- 
ration of Independence, and written it 
well—notably Franklin, either of the two 
Adnnisoa, Eichard Henry Lee, William 
Lh iugston, and, best of all, but for his 
own opposition to the measure, John 
Dickinson; hut had any one of those other 
men written the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, while It would have contained doubt- 
less nearly tiie same topics and nearly the 
same great formulas of political statement, 
it would yet have been a wholly different 
composition from tills of Jefferson. No 
one at all familiar with Ms other writings, 
us well as with the writings of his chief 
contemporaries, could over have a mo- 
ment's doubt, even if tho fact were not al- 
ready notorious, that this document was 
by .Tuffurson. 
He pnt into it something 


that wus hid own, and that no one elso 
could have put there. He put himself into 
it—Ilia own genius, liis own moral force, 
his fniUi In God, his fnlth in ideas, his love 
ol1 innovation, ills passion for progress, his 
invincible ot.thusmsin, his intolerance of 
proBcripulon, of injustice, of cruelty; his 
sympathy, hi s clnrity of vision, his affln- 
ouco of diction, his pov.orto fling out great 
rhrnscs wluoh will long lire and cheer the 
souls of mon stuigghng against political 
unrlghtenvtsnutis. 


And heroin lies its essential orgimvlity, 


porlmps tho most precious and Indeed 
almost the only originality over attaching 
to any greuB litornry product that is repre- 
sentative of its time.

William McKinley took up their cause 
with such earnestness and made such a 
defense that the majority of the men were 
acquitted and those who were 
found 


guilty escaped with very slight punish- 
ment. 


Old lawyers in Ohio who heard McKin- 


ley's defense of these men predicted a bril- 
liant future for him at the bar, and the 
mine ^-neTft who had the men arrested 
felt that this yaung man was more dan- 
gerous to their interests as tho champion 
of labor than was the miners' organiza- 
tion that had brought about the strike. 
The miners of that part of Ohio looked 
upon McKinley as their champion, and 
that speech made him the Republican can- 
didate for prosecuting attorney of Stark 
county. There was a large Democratic 
majority in the county, but McKinley's 
defense of the miners broke down the op- 
position and gave him the election by a 
good majority. 


As the public prosecutor McKinley was 


the friend of the laboring men, not in pre- 
tense, but in the honest and fearless judg- 
ment he used in refusing to allow his 
office to be used to intimidate men in the 
free exercise of their rights as citizens. 


When he became a candidate to con- 


gress the laboring men looked upon him 
as their true friend and hundreds who had 
voted the Democratic ticket helped elect 
McKinley to congress and for many years 
helped him there in spite of the Demo- 
cratic spn-f-m.-vnuers of his district. 


McKiuley became the champion of pro- 


tection to American industry, not because 
he was a tariff expert, but because he was 
interested in the cause of labor, and he ' 
represented a district which had many in- I 
dustrios where wages were dependent on 
the protection given them in our tariff ' 
laws. One of his first arguments in favor 
of protection was that "the right of labor 
and of labor's best reward is not only in- 
alienable, for in it lies the power to pur- 
sue happiness, but it is a right protected 
in terms by the constitution." In con- 
gresr he devoted himself to study of the 
tarlfi: that he might lift the scale of wages 
for the men in the factories at his own 
home, and help the wool growers on the 
hillside farms of his own district He 
framed the McKinley law with the one 
purpose of protecting American labor and 
to build up new industries for the em- 
ployment of more labor at home. He is 
the best champion of American labor, be- 
cause he has devoted his life to the cause 
of protecting American industries. 


As governor of Ohio McKinley was the 


friend of the laboring men. When the 
Trades Labor union sent to Governor 
McKinley an appeal for immediate relief 
for the destitute miners in the Hocking 
Valley district the telegram reached him 
at midnight. He did not wait until the 
next day, but dispatched messengers to a 
wholesale grocer, a dealer In flour, another 
In meat, a transfer company and the 
officers of the Hocking Valley Railroad 
company. These gentlemen, come to his 
rooms in the hotel after midnight, and 
the result was a special car loaded with 
•applies started for the destitute miners 
at 5 o'clock the next morning.

McKinloy paid for those supplies out of 
hia own private purse, and the next day 
ha presented the cause of the miners to 
the legislature and to the publio in a 
message and a proclamation to secure 
more ample relief for the suffering miners. 
The miners of Ohio have never forgotten 
that McKinley is their friend, and the 
miners of Illinois also know why they 
call McKinley the champion of labor,

BICYCLE PATHS. 


i Ordinarily Made They Do Not Cost 


Muoli Money. 


As commonly made, cycle paths are not 


expensive, and, the cost being generally 
contributed by the wheelmen themselves, 
no tax for this purpose is placed upon the 
public nt largo. Whether this should be 
BO is a question that will stand some die* 
ctiFsion, but thus far the cyclists have 
sought only to impose a small assessment 
upon actual users of the wheel when mon- 
ey has been needed to construct cycle paths. 
A lew years ngo Mr. Charles T. Raymond 
of Lookport, N. Y., one of the pioneers in 
cycle path construction, declared that 
'what is used by all and needed by all 
should be paid for by nil," and this rule 
has commanded approval among wheel- 
men who have taken up the work of cycle 
pat h making. 


Under favoring conditions cycle paths 


cost from *75 to $150 per mile. The snr- 
'acii width of the path should not be less 
;hau 4 feot and need not be more than 7 
feel, except in rare cases. The paths are 
generally laid out on tho grass grown road- 
side, parallel with the wagomvay. The 
grass is flrst cut close to the ground, after 
which the material—soft coal, cinders or 
eon oned gravel—is put on in a thin layer 
and BO shaped and packed as to slope down- 
ward from tho center to each side. 


1 he grade in most cases follows closely 


ihe original surface of the ground. Mate- 
rial may generally be had at lower cost 
md hauled at less expense during the 
winter mouths, and this is an important 
•oint to bear in mind, since the item of 
mn lag* alone is likely to constitute more 
ihan half tho expense of construction.—

Varnish or paint stains should flrst be 


COVITCCI with butter or sweet oij and then 
rubbed with turpentine. If it is an old 
etui a, the turpentine may be replaced by 
chloroform, which must, of course, bo used 
with great precaution. Fruit stains will 
generally yield if yon rub according to the 
gra n of the material with a little salt and 
water. Sherry will take out olaret stains 
if they nre rubbed gently. 
Blood stuins 


should Lo soaked with petroleum and then 
washed in warm water. It is said that no 
stain will resist tho following recipes 


Put into a large bottle 2 quarts of clean 


spri ng water, add n piece of white amber 
the size of a walnut, a piece of potash as 
big as a hazel nut and S lemons cut into 
slices. Let stand 84 hours, then strain 
anci keep it in well corked bottles. Damp 
the stain with this [.reparation and rub tho 
place with fresh water directly afterward. 


Finally try this prescription for taking 


stains out of silk cloth: Pound some 
French chalk until very flue and mix it 
with warm water to the thickness of mus- 
tard. Fut it on tho spots, rub it lightly 
With your lli.ger or the palm of youp 
hnr.j, then px;t a sheet of blotting paper or 
brcmn pupop o>er the spots and press firm-

by Etca'm turbines is so high and the force 
factor is so small that even a slight fric- 
tional resistance to rotation of the motor 
shaft is seriously detrimental If not fatal 
to good economy. Tho revolving disk, ring 
or whatever supports the worktpg vanea 
must move, relatively to the fixed guide 
vanes or nozzles, with wry little or uo rub- 
bing friction. 


One particular turbine, rated at 10 


horsepower7 has a ^yhecl 8 Inches in diam- 
eter, which runs at about 85,000 revolu- 
tions pqr minute, This correspohds to a 
peripheral velocity of over 53,000 feot per 
minute. 
To transmit one, horsepower at 


thi§ speed requires atangentffalvforceat the 
rim of only 83,000. plus 52,GOO"e'quals 0.685 
ponEds, or 8.35 pounds to transmit 10 
horsepower. It is evident' from this that 
a slight friction at or nearthe ttm of the 
wheel will seriously impair the mechanical 
efficiency.—Professor John H. Burr In 
Cassier's Magiizine.
